ing time is an important period in 
every pig’s life. 

Self-feeders are being used by many 
breeders for all pigs from the time they 
will eat until gmarketed., This practice 
can be observed with all pigs not to 
be kept for breeding purposes. If the. 
self-feeder is not used and pigs are not 
given grain feed from the start, skim 
milk and corn, in a three to one mix- 


ture, makes a good feed at weaning 


time. A thin slop, warmed slightly, 
made of five parts cornmeal, four parts 
middlings, and one part tankage is good 
if skim milk is not available. . 

In general, there are two ways of 


-handling the fall pig crop. One way is 


to feed a heavy ration to fatten the pigs 
as rapidly as possible for the early sum- 
mer market. | 

The other method is to feed them 
enough to keep them growing, run 
them on grass during the summer, and 
fatten them in the fall with the grain 
grown during the summer. 

In the first method, the “ hothouse” 
-{method, the animals are given extra 
care and an abundance of feed, but in» 
order to get the most economic gains 
they must be provided with plenty of 
fresh water.
